Senator LaFollette spread on 
the public records a quotation from 
one of the president's messages as 
being at variance with the "rule of 
reason" laid down by the president.

The President's Address. 


In ' part President Taft said 
"I propose to take up the questijn 


which has occupied the attention of 
the American people for nearly twenty 
years and that of industrial combina- 
tions known as "trusts." 
During the 


last year -we have had two great de- 
cisions by the supreme court. They 
are epoch-making and the public has 
not yet come to realize the effect that 
those decisionts are certain to have.

What Finding H«ld. 


"I shall not attempt to give it a 


close interpretation, but I think it Is

Census figures show that the value of farm lands and 


buildings more than doubled in the past ten years, hav- 
ing increased 
from 
jG.til-l million dollars in 1900 to 


34,6*1 million dollars in 1910. 


Do thyse figures indicate thai, the 
wealth of 
the 


farmers has so enormously increased in a decade? 


Is a farmer any richer with one hundred and sixty 


acres of land worth $«,350 in 1310 than he was with 
the same one hundred and sixty acres ten years ago, 
when it was worth $3.169? 


He is richer in so far as he has better buildings, bet- 


ter fences and niore productive capacity in his fields, 
either by the'application of fertilizers or the better way 
of wise crop rotation for the enrichment of the soil 
with the essential elements of making a strong growth 
of the seed that he plants. 
He is richer in so far as 


experience has given him the ability to make more 
profitable use of his land than formerly. 
But witja these 


exceptions his actual possessions are the same now as 
they were ten years ago. 


The value of all farm buildings has increased from 


3,556 millions in 19«0 to 6.295 millions in 1910. a 
gairi of 77 per ivent. 
Mere increased value in dollars 


cuts little figure in this growth: it represents in the 
main an actual growth of economic wealth. 


The average value of tbe land has grown from $15.57 


an acre in 1BOO to $32.49 an acre in 1910. an increase 
of 10S.7 per cent: 
Most, of this expansion is in the 


nature of monopoly value, an increase due to the limi- 
tations of land area and the pressure ot Competition of 
an increasing population to get possession of land. 
j 


While population increased 21 per cent., the total area! 


in farms increased only 4.2 per cent. 
The portion of I 


farm area which is improved increased 15.2 per cent..' 
and the nujnber of farpis increased 10.5 per rent. These 
comparisons show plainly that the growth of the farm- 
ing industry has not kept pace with the increase in 
population. 
The result is a steadily diminishing surplus 
]( Amercan farm products available for exportation. 


That the growth of the industry of agriculture has 


not. 
kept up with th,e expansion of the country is also 


shown by the record of Mirban and rural population. 
The number ot dwellers in cities increased 34.9 per 
cent., as compared with a gain of only 11.1 per cent, in 
farm population in the lost decade. 


The ten years from 1900 to 1910 was the most, profit- 


able era that the farmers ever experienced, but. even 
at. that the profits and allurements of agriculture were 
not sufficient to check the disproportionate growth of 
cities and divert men back to the farms.

CARTERIS DEAD 


Montana Man Conspicuous

HAD ACTIVE CAREER 


Washington.

Senator Thomas Henry Carter, 
nf 


Montana, died at his residence in this 
city yesterday after 
a. brief illness. 


His death comes 
as a shock to his 


friends and official associates, who had 
no warning of the serious nature of 
his illness- 
«— ^~ 
Since his retirement '"from the senate 


on March 4 last, Mr. Carter had been 
a member of the international bound- 
ary waters commission and had benn 
giving active and close attention to 
his new duties until about a week ago 
It now develops that he had hear' 
trouble, and several days ago the at 
tending physician detected infraction 
of the lungs. 
A blood clot formed 


•which choked the artery supplying the 
lungs and caused death." 
Was Born in Ohio. 


Mr. Carter was born in Ohio Oci. 


30. 1854. In 188? he moved from 
Burlington, Iowa, to Helena, Mont., 
and in 188S he was elected a delegate 
in congress from that territory. Since 
then he has been continuously in pub- 
lic life. 
For two years in the early 


•90s he -was commissioner of the gen- 
eral land office ana in 1892 was elected 
chairman of the republican national 
committee. 
He wa» a delegate from Montana to 


the republican national convention cf 
1«'96, 1900 and 1904, and in 1895 was 
elected to the senate. His term ended 
March 3, 1901, when he was succeed- 
ed by a. democrat. 
In 1905 he again 


was elected to the senate lor the term 
•which closed last March. 


Mr. Carter was. during his congres- 


sional career, a stalwart. He wa» nlc- 
turesque because of his close personal 
resemblance to the accepted caricature 
of "Uncle Sam," being smooth shav- 
en with the exception of a gray go;i- 
tee. 
Among his colleagues he was 


held in the highest esteem, being .'.s 
well beloved on the democratic a« on 
the republican side, notwithstanding 
his intense partisanship.

Repeatedly It developed upon him to 


act as the mouthpiece of the adminis- 
tration upon the floor of congress. He 
was an uncompromising-opponent, was 


--well versed In parliamentary rules and 


practices and 
was 
remarkably suc- 


cessful in accomplishing the tasks un- 


.' dcrtakcn. 


D«f«»t«d Bill Alon*. 


One of the most picturesque battles 


Jn Mr. Carter's career was his defeat, 
single-handed, at the request of Pres- 
ident McKlnley, of a river and harbor 
bill, which he accomplished 
by fili- 


bustering, taking the bill to death in- 
occupying the/Xloor of the senate four- 
teen hours, until th« adjournment ot 
congress on March 4, 1901. 


The body will he Interred at Mount 


Olivet ccmeteiy in this city. Funeral 
services will be held on Tuesday in .-U. 
Paul's cbifcxh, and Cardinal Gibbons 
will he asked to olllciate. It is prob- 
«ble that a number of men prominent 
In public life will attend the funeral. 
»nd Chief Justice Wblto Is likely to l>o 
one of the honorary pall bearers.

THE SPONGE SEASON OPENS. 


S«v«r»l Thousand M«n and Boys in the 


Bahamas Fish for Them. 


(Harper's Weekly.) 


From October until July the spong- 


ing season In the Bahamas is in full 
swing. 
There are several thousand 


men and boys engaged in the nshery, 
each schooner carry wig a crew from 
live to seven. The sponges are found 
all over the banks, which vary In depth 
from two to four fathoms. 


Arriving on the ground, v the small 


boats, of which each schooner carries 
two or three, put oft manned each by 
two men one of whom sculls while 


-~ the other, armed with a 
thirty-toot 


pole, bearing at the end a double hook, 
lies extended'over the bow and exam- 
ines the bottom through a 
"sponge 


glass," or bucket with a glass bottom. 
Laying this upon the surface, hs sees 
everything below as clearly as if no 
water intervened.

The sponges when found are hooked 


up and 'as soon as 
the schooner's 


deck IB filled she sails 'away to a 
"ranche," where she deposits her evil 
smelling load in a. "crawl," or Enclos- 
ure of watlei'in shallow water, where 
it remains for a coupls of weeks, dur- 
ing which the ere are fishing for a 
fresh cargo. 
On their return all hands enter the 


crawfand beat out the now rotted fleshy 
parts of the sponges, which when first 


- gathered present the appearance of 


round masses of dark India rubber, 
freely perforated.

•what they did to be sent to iho pcni- 
tcntlnry. • After I get n man a job. It 
Is up to him to keep It. Sometimes he 
loses a job through no fault of his 
own. and thrn I try to help him again. 
When he falls through bis own fault. 
I am thfouVh with him. H Isn't any 
lack of compassion or charity on my 
part, but there are so many to be aided 
that I cannot spare time on those who 
will not try to make good."
